And that isn’t all. 
“If the indi­ 
vidual 
is 
indifferent 
to 
the things 
having to do with his own happiness,” 
adds Dr. Copeland, “ what can be ex­ 
pected of nations, which arc simply 
groat groups of individuals”’’ 
What, iudeed? 
Since nation pur­ 
poses aro far less Clear than those 
of individuals, and the more people, 
the harder It is to agree. 
So we blunder nml blunder, as in­ 
dividuals and nations, merely "mud- I 
dling through,” except for occasional 
great moments of insight and clear 
purpose. 
But even so, tlul muddling i«n’t all 
waste effort. 
It Is by their mistakes 
{hat people and nation» learn. Detn 
ocratic people insist therefore on the 
right to make their own mistakes, 
instead cff being saved from them by 
paternal government. 
The only trouble is that the process 
takes so long. 
As Lord Byron Haid, 
“ We live to learn, yet «lowly learn 
to live.”
